LONDON, October 25.—The remarkable dem- 
onstrations of the unemployed in the atreets of 
London continue. The police have entirely 
changed their tactics. They no longer pre- 
tend to stop the meetings in Hyde Park or 
Trafalgar Square. Neither do they seek to 
prevent the parade of the Socialists. in. the 
streets. Nearly all of yesterday afternoon 
Trafalgar Square was filled with people listen- 
ing to various labor orators. Mounted and foot 
police remained on guard all day. Platoons 
of police - marched around with the 
Socialists when they paraded.: Every one 
wonders atthe vacillatinyg policy of the police. 
Last week and before they would not permit 
any meetings or parades. Now the working- 
men meet where they like, and their orators 
say whatthey choose. Since the police have 
ceased to interfere there have been no scenes 
of violence, but there is a great fecling of un- 
easiness in business circies over these dally 
scenes in the streets. Undoubtedly their 
present effect is to seriously interfere with 
business.

INADEQUATE LAW. 


THE EXPLANATION OFFERED CONCERNING 
THE SALE OF DISEASED MEAT. 


Health Commissioner Dudley Says the 
Ordinances Do Not Give His Inspectors 
Sufficient Authority te Werk Usder 
Short and Sharp Correspondence at the 


City Hall—New HBuildings—Municipal 
Matters. 


Health Commissioner Dudley takes excep- 
tion to the comments recently published on 
the work of the meat inspection branch of bis 
department. The question of wholesome food 
is one that is naturally suggested to the 
average citizen about three times a day, but 
be can derive very little consolation from 
such a reference as appears alinost weekly in 
the inspectors’ reports tothe effect that ‘‘a 
large number of young calves have been sold 
in the markets though uniit for human food.’’ 
Speaking of the work Commissioner Dudley 
said: ‘‘The faultis with the ordinance. You 
cannot expect these inspectors to go outside 
of the authority given them in the ordinance. 
If they did do so they would very soon be 
picked up. The fact is thatthe law does nos 
give them the power to interfere until an 
animal is siaughtered for food. Although 
they may see a whole drove of cattle suffer- 
ing with cancer of the jaw or any disease, they 
cannot take any oficial action. Even after 
the cattle is killed, and when the meas 
is found on the stands in a diseased condition 
they are not authorized to confiscate it as they 
should be, but can only report it to this office 


before action can betaken. So thesefew men 
cannot be expected to hunt down cases like

The office, as created under the ordl- 
nance of August 1, 138, is **in- 
spector of meat, fish, game and poul 
The Health Commissioner is authorized to a 
point four such inspectors at a salary of 

er month each to give bond in the sum of 
£7 000 for the faithful performance of their du- 
ties. The powers of inspectors are defined as 
follows: 

‘‘Inspectors shall have power. to enter all 
markets, stores, houses or other places where 
mneat, game, ppultry and fish are offered for 
sale for human food. When such meats, 
game, poultry and fish are found on inspection 
to be tainted, diseased, corrupted or unwhole.- 
some from any cause, said inspectors s 
order the same to be immediately disposed of 

therwise than for food. And the person,firm 

r corporation having in his possession such 
meat, poultry, game or fish, shall inform the 
Health Commissioner, in writing, under oath, 
within forty-eight hours after they have 
been notified by the inspector, as to what 
disposition they have made of such meat, 
poultry, game or fish, and — page 
comply with the provisions of this soalbiep 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be fined not lesa 
than $50 nor more than $500."" 

The punishment for violating the city ordin- 
ance is fixed as follows: Pha person, firm 
or corporation who shall offer for sale to con- 
sumers for human food any meats, 6, 
poultry or fish that are tainted, diseased, oor- 
rupted or unwholesome, or meats trom any 

cattle, ho sheep or calves that were un- 
sound, sick, diseased or out of condition at the 
time they were slaughtered, shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof 

be fined not less than fifty dollars nor 
more than one hundree. 

It is further provided that any person n- 
victed of violating this law shall be published 
by the Health Commissioner tn two English 
and two German papers. 

The weekly reports show a number of tn- 
spections but the discovery of very little un- 
wholesome meat.

{OMETHING ABOUT THE MEN WHO LIVE ON 
THE RIVER. 


Phe Two Classes of Workers Formed by the 
Steamboat Business—Stevedores and 
Roustabouts—The Mode of Life, Labor 
and Diversions of the Latter—How They 
Gambie—Afloat and Ashore—A Neglected 
and Rough Type of _Men—Scenes on the 
River Front. ‘ 


HiE denizens of the river 
front are treated to a 
never-ending chorus, It 
is a male chorus,  vig- 
orous, resonant and end- 
ing in that plaintive 
swell characteristic of 
the music of a negro. 
‘‘Yay ho-o-o’’ the 
sound is heard perhaps 
far down the shore and 
#@ echoed again far upthe river. The river- 
man instintively glances up or down and with 
practiced eye marks the _ identity of 
she huge steamer that puffs and 
glows as if the race against’ the 
stream hud winded her, and with jangling 
pelis and screaming whistle swings into port.

I'he roosters don’t mind little things like that, 
but nowand then they rebel and there isa 
shooting or cutting scrape which puts a mur- 
derer behind the bars. The mate sometimes 
takes his lifein his hands when he is control- 
ling an unruly crew, and he knows it, so that 
he never lets his authority slip. 

There are occasions when a vindictive negro 
gets the drop on his superior and slashes hirn 
With a razor or puta a bullet into him, but it is 
not often. 

‘*‘A ran hasto be rough with ’em,’’ said 4 
mate of long experience, ‘*because it is the 
Only way he can handie ‘em. Sometimes we 
have to beat ’em and sometimes they are re- 
vengeful, but not as a Tule. Generally they 
are good-natured and take a cursing or a beat- 
iug without a whimper. I have beaten 
them many atime and they would come back 
for the next trip and be as good-natured as 
ever. Then, again, you'll strike a mean nig- 
ger, who will cut at the drop of the hat. 
You’ve got to beat ’em sometimes when they 
are ‘rattin’’ to make ’em work. Any one of 
‘em would rather be beaten than put off the 
boat. That breaks their hearts, and they'll 
beg forawhippin’ rather than that. Usually 
after aclubbin’ they are all right and work 
like slaves.’’ 

‘*Rattin’’ in ‘‘rooster’’ parlance means hid- 
ing to keep from work. Sometimes when a 
big gang of men are called out to work the 
mate does not notice the absence of one or 
two, and the neygroes often try to lay off 
quietly, but when they are canght they suffer 
forit. The regular roustabout dves notdo anv 
work when his steamer isin port. His work is 
finished just as soon as his boat is fast, and he 
leaves for his few days of rest. They stay 
on shore as long as their money lasts, 
which generally not long. As a rule, 
they miss one boat and are ready for the 
next, though it often happens that mem- 
bers of the crew dismissed turn up 
the next morning penniless and ready for work 
again, Thev are not bothered with mnuch bag- 
guge, many ofthem having nothing but the 
dirty and ragged clothes they have on their 
bucks. The outtit-consists usually of a cotton 
eckeck shirtin summer and aflannel shirt in 
Winter, with arusty pair of overalls, or Jeans 
or some goods that are soiled and worn so that 
the original color could never be guessed. 
of the luckier mien have coats 
and a few have an extra shirt which 
is wrapped in a bandanna  bandkerchief 
or in a towel of the Anchor Line or some other 
big line thatthey have worked for and found 
an opportunity to steal from. They like the 
towel because it has Initials on it. 

While the baggage is uncertain there is one 
article which is considered essential; thatisa 
razor. No roustabout is ever caught without 
hisrazor. Itis his weapon of offense and de- 
fense, and he reyvards it as his best friend in 
critical timespeither for a bluff game or a duel 
to the death.¥ He carries it in a handy place 
and often does fearful execution with it.

Afloat or ashore’ the roustabout 
spends his leisure time shooting craps. 
Hie isan incorrigible gambler and will risk all 
be has or expects to get in athrow of the dice. 
The wages of the crew are never paid until 
the trip is over and the men are allowed to run 
bills atthe bar, so that it often happens that 
every cent u ‘‘rooster’’ earns is gone before 
he reaches port in gambling and bar debts. 
The few lucky men will sometimes have the 
wayes of the entire crew coming to them and 
in some games a trip’s wages Will be 
stuked. When the boat reaches port the 
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winners and the nen who have some money 
coming to them go outin town to spend iton 
craps or on the dusky sirens who flock to the 
levee to allure them into their dens. The other 
men without money slerp on the dock boat or 
Ona pile of sacks or a tarpaulin, if it is Warm 
enough, and if not, finda lodging somewhere 
else and go to work on the next boat. 

Itisasight when the crew is paid off aftera 
trip. The men are given $laday and their 
meals, and a trip to New Orleans 
and back takes from twenty-two to 
twenty-five days, sO thut each 
one is entitled to a sum considered big by him. 
The barkeeper stands by and checks otf the 
amount due him, andthe men who have won 
the others’ wages watch their debtors and 
cling to them until they. get their money. 
There is a quarrel, periaps, or a chase, but 
they get it. 

WHILE ON BOARD 

the roustabouts live fairly well, Jn summer 
they sleep on a tarpaulin ora pile of sacks, or 
in a hammock swung from the deck above, 
the winter they have buoks 
little rooms crowded into the 
deck back of the boilers. The bunks art put 
one above another like berths and the room is 
seareely large enough toturnaroundin. On 
shore they live high for them in some den or 
lodging-bouse or they sleep on the Levee 
wherever they can tindaplace, In summer 
the Levee is dotted with them roosting inthe 
softest places they can find. There is 4 clear, 
cool spring flowing outoft the cobble stones 
nearthe foot of the Levee when the water is 
low which gives them plenty of waterto drink, 
and a crust of bread is enough to keep life ina 
man who is dead broke until the boat leaves. 

The little shops where everything sold, 
kept mostly by Italians along the river front, 
the dives where the vilest liquor is sold and 
the dingy barber-shops and lodging places 
there are supported by them. A Bethel Mis- 
sion was founded yeurs ago at the foot of 
Olive street chiefly for their benefit, and is 
now run by Capt. hitwood, the chuplain, and 
Mrs M. R. Skinnerand Mrs. M. Abel, but its 
purpose has been diverted largely into 
a sehool and chapel the poor 
women and children neighbor- 
hood, as it reached few river men, 
Still services are heid there Sunday afternoon 
and evening and Thursday evening, and 
the little old bell that hangs from 
the front window is the only cull to better 
things that is heard bythe rough people in that 
localitv. The managers of the mission started 
a cheap restaurant and lodging-house so that 
the roustabouts could get apiace to eat and 
sieep without going into a saloon. The res- 
taurant was discontinued for want of support, 
but the lodgings are maintained, The rousta- 
bouts have a place to go when they are sick 
inthe Marine Hospital, for the support of 
which a stated amount is deducted 
from their wages. Despite their hardships 
they maintain wonderful cheerfulness and 
good humor, and with the buoyancy of the 
negro nature, when the work is light they are 
‘‘larkin’ ’’ and cutting up, making lots of fun 
for bystanders. But woeto the bystander if 
he gives one of thei a fair chance at his watch 
or his pocket-book. Thecrews are regularly 
signed as aship's crew, and work in watches 
unless there is arush, but few of them care 
for a contract, and it frequently happens that 
out of afull crew of forty men signed only 
two or three will show themselves. The 
negroes at one time struck so often and be- 
came so unruly that white crews were tried by 
the steamboat men butthey were soon aban- 
doned. The work and treatment are of a kind 
that suits only the negroes. At this time of 
the year hundreda of them go South to work 
on the cotton boats where the work is terrific

Commissioner Lyman on Oberly’s Letter— 
A Cabinet Meeting. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., October 25.—Civil- 
Service Commissioner Lyman, who. with 
his family has just returned to 
the city, was interviewed by an 
Associated Press reporter to-day. In 
reply to inquiries by the reporter, Mr. Lyman 
said that he had read Mr. Oberly’s letter to the 
Illinois Association and a reported interview 
with Mr. Edgerton on the points raised 
and discussed in that letter, and thatin the 
main his views coincided with those of Mr. 
Oberly. He regarded associations of the char- 
acter of the LIllinois Association, whether 


composed of Democrats, Republicans, labor 
reformers, temperance advocates or what not, 
as uery objectionable, if not illegal, and 
certain, to a greater or less extent, to 
demoralizé the public service, and to defeat 
one object of the civil-service law, viz.: To 
secure a non-partisan service within 
the sphere ot operation of that law; a 
service non-partisan in fact, and non-partisan 
in attitade and activity, and partisan politfes, 
as a trade, shall have no place, 

‘*Such a service,’’ he said, ‘‘would he made 
up of menof all parties;men who might, in 
truth, hold and on suitable occasions give 
expre.sion to strong political views; but 
who wou!’ hold the expression and advocacy 
of those view. in subordination to the public 
interest, andi n so doing would yield no whit 
of their rights wor privilegwes as citizens. 
It is clearly the rightof a citizen—of every 
citizen,’’ said Mr. Lyman, ‘to hold and ex- 
press, in word or act, political views, but it not 
the right of any citizen who is also a 
public servant to so give expre.cion to his 
political views, either in words or act, ag to 
bring discord and confusiom..int. the 
public service. Repose is a Rormal ahd 
necessary condition of efficiency Im the public 
service, and it needs no great wisdom 4 see 
that the organization of service 
into warring pelitical factions would be 
utterly destructive of that Once 
concede that the adherents inthe public ser. 
vice of the party in power may organize them- 
selves into associations for the purpose of 
inaintaining that party in power, and under 
the impartial action of the civil-service 
law the right must also be conceded to 
those in the service opposed to the party in 
power, to organize themselves into associa- 
tions for the purpose of overthrowing that 
party and driving itout of power. And where 
all parties are organized, and the 
members of the associations of each are 
actively engaged in endeavors to oust from the 
service the members of the associations of 
the others, for that is just the direction 
their activity will take—sooner or later, no 
mutter what their profession—whataspectacle 
will be presented to the guze of the country! 
The bare thought of the possibility of 
such a condition of things resuiting from the 
organization of partisan political associations 
in the public service, is enougb to condemn 
the whole movement, and should secure its 
instant abandonment.’’

A TEACHER IN THE TOILS. 
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Joseph Hoeflinger Arrested this Afternoon 
on a Serious Charge. 


Joseph Hoefliunger was arrested this after 
noon by Deputy United States Marshal Hos- 
mer on the charge of using the mails for 
fraudulent purposes. The historyof the ar- 
rest indicates that Mr. Hoeflinger, if the 


charge under which he was arrested is sub- 
stantiated, has been engaged for some time ina 
deep-laid schemeto obtain money from the 
unwary by means of a plan which has 
long been worn threadbare. The information 
upon whichthearrest was made came from 
Mr. Newton M. Abbett of Indianapolis. Mr. 
Abbett some days sinee received a 
printed circular from Hoeflinger, in which 
it was stated that the sender was in corre- 
spondence with an English solicitor, who had 
incharwe an estate of which a number of 
Awericans were the heirs. Mr. Abbett, 
it is believed, was entitled to 4 
share init, if he could properly prove his re- 
lationship to the former holder of the estate, 
and a printed form was enclosed which con- 
tained blanksto be filled up with the names 
of Abbett’s father and mother, his age, resi- 
dence, ete., and requested thut the blanks be 
returned to Hoeflinger, with 25 cents for post- 
aye, stationery, und other incidentals. 

Mr. Abbett, suspecting that something was 
wrony, sent the letter to the Post-office q au- 
thorities, by whom it wis pl ced 
in the hands of Post-oftice In- 
pector Sykes, with orders to 
investigate the matter. It was discovered that 
Hoeflinger had his mail addressed to a shoe- 
maker's store on Chouteau avénue, but that 
he himself was first German assistant in the 
(‘houteau School onChouteau avenue, near 
Ewing. On his arrest he admitted that he had 
senta number of the circulars, and received 
unswers to his communications, but waived 
examination, and was admitted to bail in the 
Sum of $300, 

The information was laid under section 5280 
of the United States statutes, which provides 
that where any person uses the mails for the 
purpose of fraudulently obtaining money he 
shall be subjected toatine of $500, imprison- 
ment for 18 months or both. 

Mr. Hatch, the Assistant District Attorney, 
stated toa POST-DISPATCH reporter that cases 
similar to that of Hoeflinger were by no 
means rare, the scheme of searching 
for heirs to an estate in kngland 
and collecting money for conducting the in- 
vestigation having been practised in many 
cases tothe pecuniary benetit of the schemer.

From Good Cheer. 

The Hollanders are the greatest coffee drink- 
ers in the world, their annual consumption 
being about eighteen pounds per head of the 
whole population. Amsterdam has long been 
one of the great coffee marts of the world, 
and, being admitted free of duty, coffee is 
cheap. Next come Belgium and Denmark, in 
which the consumption per capitais about half 
ofthat of Holland. Next come the U nited States, 
in which the consumption per capita in 1880 
was eight and eight-tenths pounds. The pree- 
ent consumption of coffee in the United States 
may be stated ata little over oné pound per 
week for each family in the nation. Inthe 
use of tea and coffee the people of Engiand 
and the United States present a most remark- 
able contrast. The annual consumption of 
the people of England Is just about a pound 
of coffee per bead, or about one-eighth of that 
of the people of the United States. 
Comparing the consumption of tea with that 
of coffee it will be found that while the people 
of the United states use about five pounds of 
coffee to one of tea, the people of England use 
tive pounds of tea to one coffee,

At Aden and Alexandria the 
Mocha coffee is carefully picked over and as- 
sorted, in compliance with the singular fash- 
ion in trade which creates a demand in Europe 
for the larger beans, while the United States 
will bave none but the smaller ones.

MUCH RESPFYCTABILITY. 


Only One Barrack Left In New Yerk City— 
A Few Years Ago There Were Six of 
Them—Small 
Apathy—New Songs and New Methods— 
Lack of Funds.

NEW YORK, October 20.—Five years ago the 
| Salvation Army had six stations in this city— 
barracks, as they are called in the language of 
the Army—where nightly meetings were held. 
The audiences were literally drummed up from 
| the neighborhood by a band of Salvationists, 
some singing, some shouting, some playing 
upon tambourines and other instruments. A 
year ago the number of these stations had 
dwindled to three—one in Hudson street, 
one in Bedford street and one on the 
Bowery. To-day there is but one 
left, and, judging from the apathy witb which 
the appeals of the soldiers are now received, 
the disappearance from New York ts only a 
alittle time. In Brooklyn there 
are several] stations, but there also the life 
which characterized the meetings of a few 
years ago seems to have departed. 
New York no pains are taken to conceal 
straits in which the Salvationists 
themselves.

heart we find in New York asthe diitlicuity of 
making both ends meet. Plenty of people are 
converted; but we cannot live on air, and 
though our expenses are trifling “sa c mpared 
to the salaries paid to ministers of the regular 
churches there are a good many dollars to be 
paid out for rent, boardand lodging.

Take, for example, one ofa nightortwo ago.

At the several meetings in Bedford 
street, at which the writer was present, three 
years ago the building was unpleasantly 
crowded and the proceedings seemed to 
awaken something lke excitement, There 
was vu lively chattering between the verses ol 
the hymus, a constant exchange of cat-calls 
between the boys in opposite galleries, and so 
si'rong a disposition to laugh at everything 
that even the announcement that ‘‘ Ash-Barrel 
Johnny,’’ who usually played a cornet in the 
street band, had ‘‘busted a blood-vessel’' on 
the previous evening was received with rours 
of merriment. 

A conversation overheard was a fair sample 
of the general ‘‘liveliness’* of the proceedings.

TARIFF REFORM. 


Ifon. William D. Kelly Explains the Atti- 
tude of the Republican Party. 


NEw YOrK, October 25.—Congressman Will- 
iam D. Kelly of Pennsyivania isin the city 
revising the last proofs of his forthcoming 
book on the ‘‘Industries of the 
reporter found him last night and asked him 
what the Republicans proposed to do in de- 
fense of the tariff when Congress reconvened, 
He said, among other things: ‘‘It rests 


with the Democratic majority of the 
House to take the initiative in this 
matter. The President, in view of his 
duty to offer such suggestions as he may 
have to Congress, will be the method by which 
such action by the Fiftieth Con-rress will be 
invited. To prepare himself, Mr. Cleveland 
has held a series of conferences with such of 
the leaders of his party as he cared to talk 
with. Itis said thatthe result of these con- 
ferences will not only be the embodl- 
ment of suggestions in the Pres- 
ident’s message to Congress, but 
the submission of a detailed scheme of 
revenue revision. The popular impression 
appears to be that that wing of the Dr mocratic 
purty that is called protectionist has not been 
invited to these conferences at Oakview, and 
that itwill not be prepared to indorse the 
conclusions which President Cleveland has 
accepted. How this may be Ido not know. 

‘‘] have heard from many sources that 
though Mr. Carlisle would not permit the 
question of the repeal of the tobacco taxes to 
be submitted to the last session, he and his 
friends have decided since then not only to 
permit it to be submitted butto favor the re- 
peal. Iam told, however, that y will not 
consent to the abolition of any ofher internal 
tax. If the repealof thetobacco tax shall 
be submitted as a separate propo- 
sition, the Republicans will undoubtedly ac- 
cept it, for that reduction. alone would 
bring the revenue receipts down about $28,- 
000,000 in oné year.

The Re- 
publican attitude on the question might be 
thus summea up to its free-trade op- 
ponents: the object to be obtained 
is a reduction of revenue and this 
is the pow | means of averting a com- 
mercial and financial crisis which may be as 
much greater in its tornado-like effects than 
those 1837 and 1857 asis the magnitude of the 
manufacturing, financial and other interests 
of the country greater. Yet you propose to us 
to make such changes in our tariff as will, by 
inviting increased importations, embarrass 
many of our productive industries, while in- 
creasing the daily receipts of the country, in 
spite of the repeal of the tubacco taxes which 
you offer.’’

Reynolds, the youthful editor of a bi-weekly 
prohibition paper called the Sun. which was 
established here several weeks ago, has dis- 
appeared. Until about September 1, last, Rey- 
nolds was a resident of Topeka, Kan., 


and represented himself asthe city editor of 
the Times oi that city. He also claimed to be 
a nephew of the late Robert Toombs of Geor- 
gia.

‘‘Our meeting was more fully attended than 
have ever had before,’’ said Mr. 
Green. There were 169 members of the Asso- 
ciation. present, including representatives 
from California and every part of the United 
States and Canada. A number of very inter- 
esting papers on cable and electric motors,the 
care of stock and other interesting topics were 
read.

SOME EXPERIMENTS 

in Philadelphia which were very satisfactory. 
We rode’'on an electric car all through 
the principal streets of Philadelphia. 
You know, all the street railroads 
there are under one management. The car 
wis run by a Sprague motor fed from a storage 
battery. It ran smoothly at a good speed. On 
some of the less frequented streets we made 
eight and nine miles an hour. The car was 
lighted by the same power that ran the motor, 
and you could sit init and read your paper 
just as you would at home. That is one of the 
great advantages of the electric motor. 
Then there is no getting up and jerking 
atabell-rope. You touch a push-button be- 
side you and the same power that runs the 
motor and tights the car tor you, rings a bell 
to stopit. Itook tworides onthe e le ctric car 
and I was very much pleased with it. 

‘Was the economy of the electric power 
demonstrated?’ 

‘‘Yes,. dfthey can do what they claim in the 
papers read before the convention, they can 
operate it 40 per cent cheaper than horse- 
power and 25 per cent cheaper than the 
cable. 

‘Is the cable only 15 per cent cheaper than 
horse-power?’’ 

‘*Thatis aboutall, Look at the expense of 
operating the road here. One cCabie lasted 
them only aboutfour months. They have a 
road in Philadeiphia which is having the same 
trouble.

Hew Mozart Was Buried. 


From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

The approaching gala performance of 
‘Pon Giovanni” has set all the Paris 
chroniqueurs on the track of Mozart’s 
biography. -Some carious knowledge has 
been opportunely aired. Here is the 
story, the authen tic story, of the burial of 

“tht great composer: The interment took 
place on Lecember 6,1791, in the cemetery 
of St. Marx at Vienna. In the midst of 
the ceremony a violent storm broke forth 
in sudden fury, and therain fell in such 
torrents that all the guests and friends dis- 
persed. The interment continued,andinthe 
confusion the site of his special grave was 
not remarked. None of his friends—and 
many of them were very rich—had 
thought of securing for him a private 
grave. Hewas buried in a common fos- 
se, with mnany others. A few days after- 

rard his widow tried to identify his place 
of sepulture and was un: ible. In 1859 the 
municipality of Vienna thought to render 
homage tothe memory of the great com- 
poser. A monument was to be erected 
over histomb. Then it was found that 
the tomb could not be identified. Up to 
that time no cross, no sign, no funereal 
emblem indicated the resting place of 
Mozart. The municipality were resolved 
this scandal should not continue. The 
fourth tomb at the right of the great cross 
was selected to have honor done to it as 
holding the dust of Mozart, and since 1809 
it has been treated as Mozart’s tomb.

A 
noticeable hardening tendency has character- 
ized the market to-day and a healthier tone al! 
round is discernable. Outside markets also 
responded to the advance here, adding greatly 
to the courage of the bulls, New York buying 
has been a prominent factor in to- -day’s trad- 
ing, and it may be noted that it is the first 
business of prominence we anys had from 
that quarter in some time. Louis is also 
credited with a largely feconeaad business. 
Two or three large lines of wheat have at- 
tracted some attention, but, on 
the whole, the trading has been gener al. The 
market closed ste ady. 

Corr opened rather dull, but later 
the liberal buying - of two houses, 
together with the covering by shorts, 
made the market quite active Later, 
as Wheat advanced and the small receipts for 
to-morrow were known a further advance 
was scored. The market closed fairly strong. 

The advance in provisions was due to buying 
in by shorts. The buil feeling in wheat was 
strong enough to pervade the other 
markets. Some big men were buying 
early and the rank .and file hastened 
to jol. themarch. The market was all the 
more bu@yant as gga were not selling, but 
itclosed easy.

The sales of En- 
glish wheat during the week were 61,133 quar- 
ters, at 20s Yd, against 60,159 quarters at 29s 9d 
during the corresponding period last year. The 
trade in foreign wheat is quiet. Supplies 
of South Russian are arriving freely. Deal- 
ings at Liverpool are firmer. Flour is eteady 
and prices are a fraction stronger. Corn isin 
stinall supply; values are hardening. Oats, 
beans and peas showa better tendency. At 
to-day’s market wheat was inactive; values 
were firm. Flour was steady. Corn was 
strong; prices rose Is. Oats were 8d to 6d 
higher. Be ‘ans and peas were 6d higher. Len- 
tils were Isto 2s deurer. Linseed was 6d low- 
er.’’——Rio receipts of coffee yesterday 6,000 
bags, stock 363,000 bugs and market 
quiet; Santos receipts 6,000 bags.——The 
amount of corn on lakes and canal decreased 
] 550,000 bu last week, yet the increase in stock 
at Buffalo, other lake ports and at New York, 
was only 735,000 bu and the exports from lat- 
ter port 364,000 bu for week. What be- 
came of the 400,000 bu difference, not 
to speak of the amount shipped last week by 
rail from Chicago?—G. D. Robinson writes 
from Clark, Mo., to the POST-DISPATCH that 
his observations over a good many counties in 
this State on the-corn crop are as follows: 
‘*Every one who has gathered their corn are 
agreeably surprised at the way it turns out. 
Many are gett.ng thirty five and forty bushels 
to the acre. Corn gathered off of the old 
Threlkito farm near here, which they thought 
would only run twenty-five bushels, run 
forty, and several around make the same 
report. The universal talk now is that corn is 
turning out 25 per cent better chan farmers 
had any idea it would. It is very dry and 
snaps fine, making it easy to gather. The fall 
weather has been the best for years for the 
farmer and you can look for large receipts of 
corn in November and December. A good 
many are accepting 8 cents less this Satur- 
day than last. , they all have to sell as 
money is scarce.

that a syndicate had been or would be formed 
for its purchase, and would assume control 
| within the next thirtyor sixty days. It was 
| arranged that a meeting between President 
| Von der Ahe and Manager Sharsig should take 
piace in this city on Saturday night. Notonly 
were these two gentiemen there, but aiso 
_ those representing the syndicate controling 
_the Brooklyn and Metropolitan Clubs, name- 
ly, President Byrneand Directors Doyle and 
| Abell. One of these gentlemen was responsi- 
bie for the statement that no individual 
would ownthe Athietics, and that the Asso- 
ciation would not allow Mr. Von der Ahe to 
control both clubs.

WHEELING ON WATER. 


Prof. King Takes a Singular Ride in New 
York Harbor. 


The following ride on the water by a wheel is 


thus described by the New York Sun of Sun- | 


days It was a bad day yesterday for bicycle 
riding, even on asmooth Nicholson pavement 
inthe park, butfor a bicycle ride upon the 
surface of the bay it was extra tough weather. 
The feat was accomplished, nevertheless, by 
Prof. Alphonse King, the hero of the water- 
walking shoes of some years ago. The passen- 
gers aboard the 1] o’clock steamerto Bedlow’s 
Island had the bicycle for a companion, It 
consists of a fifty-inch wheel fastened upon a 
catamaran about twelve feet in length. The 
rim of the wheel wasarmed with paddles, each 
about sixinches long and five inches deep 
piaced at distances of eight inches around the 
rim. Thev dipped in the water about ten 
inches when the machine was floated. The 
floats forming the catamaran were painted 
biack. The bicycle part was decorated 
in red, blue. A 10-cent 
American above the iad- 
der, which was by a wheel 
in front of the rider. Kingis a comely 
iran of 33, with keen gray eyes, und 4 mus- 
tache waxed sinartly at the ends. He was 
accompanied by his wife, a pretty little blonde, 
with plentiful golden hair kKnottea_ co- 
quettisily under her black felt hat trimmed 
with white feathers. She was dressed in blue 
merino, with a neat brown sacque. 

At 1roon the bicycle was launched, a row- 
boat pulled by.kd Delaney and Jim Conners 
took aboard™ half u dozen jvuurnalists, 
the professor's plucky wife, and #4 
bulky satchel, containing, among other 
necessaries, a ask. of encouragement. 
King then mounted the steed and at 12:10 
o'clock started off with a wave of the hand- 
kerchief, a flutter of the flug andacheer from 
the crowd on the wharf. The professor was 
dressed in a black Prince Albert coat, 
a natty silx hat and rubber leggings. 
The remnants ef the cyclone of the days 
before stirred up long-reaching swells and 
choppy waves which sometimes broke upon 
his knees. The foaw from the rapidly revolv- 
ing paddies flew up behind and drenched his 
coat tails and at times his shoulders. Just off 
the island he encountered a powerful eddy 
which taxed his balancing abilities anu occa- 
sionally nearly engulfed him. His 
hands were tightly clasped upon the 
steering wheelin front of him, and his feet, 
which were as often submerged as visible, 
keptupa steady churning upon the pedals. 
Tugs passing blew shrill Dlasts, and the 
ferryboats were thronged with curious and 
enthusiastic spectators. lo ull siL- 
lutes, either steam vocal, King 
replied with a wave of his glossy 
but water-soaked beaver. Fort Williamn was 
madein twenty minutes, and the Battery at 
12:40. Here the cross currents threatened 
danger not only tothe venturous bicyclist, 
who pitehed this way and that, in imminent 
risk of upsetting, butto the rowboat, which 
shipped gallons of water «every swell. The 
bridge was made in safety, however, at 
12:50. Here the professor waved his 
handkerchief, the reporters cheered, a 
score of whistles sounded, and all hands 
pulled for the shore.

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The Coroner and Police Reticent About the 
Death of Benhayon. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DIsSPATCcH. 

SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., October 25.—The Henry 
Benhayon mystery deepens. It is public opin- 
ion that Benhayon was murdered. The Cor- 
oner and Chief of Police are reticent and mys- 
terious, 
and Crowley, the Chief of Detectives and Chief 
of Police, have assured him: that the letters 


which Benhayon left attacking his sister and | 


exonerating Dr. Bowers areforgeries. How- 
ever, to the world, Chief Lees denies this state- 
ment but his denial is no proof that he did not 
say it. The Post-DIsPATCH correspond- 
ent made a personal tmspection of the 
lodging - house yesterday and found 
the landlady firm in the conviction that 
Benhayon’s dead body was brought into the 
room in which it was found. The room is at 
the head of the rear stairs on the second floor. 
These stairs lead down to the back entrance 
on an unfrequented ailey. There never isa 
lighton this stairway. A common key would 
open all the doors. Strange tosay, the rooms 
around No. 21, which was Benhayon’s room, 
are not occupied, and onthe first floor near 
the stairway no rooms are occupied. No gas 
was ever lighted on this stairway, and a man 
might climb the stairs to Benhayon’s unseen, 
or else might enterthe front stairs from the 
main street and walk down the long unlighted 
hall to the rear stairs and climb to Benhayon’'s 
room onthe second floor, without any one 
knowing it, since there are only offices on the 
first oor and they are deserted at night. On 
the table in Benhayon’s room was found a 
spiritualistic paimphiet. A copy of the same 
pamphlet was found lying in the street out- 
side the alley door. 

The murder theory may be mere conjecture, 
but Bowers has been so cruel to his various 
wives that the public is ready to believe any- 
thing. The landlady speaks definitely and 
minutely about the two men who engaged this 
rearroom. The first was ragged and seedy, 
and although offered a sunny front room at 
the same price he refused it and chose the 
damp, dark, rear room. She was sur- 
prised to see him produce a gold % piece 
as a deposit. The second man came 
to insist on their room being ready on Satuf 
day night. The landlady has an excellent 
memory, and has been unshaken under the 
examination of the officials and detectives. 
The Coroner and police still refuse to give up 
the third letter written by Benhavon. From 
reliable sources the PostT-DISPATCH man dis- 
covered that the letter wasa confession that 
Henry Benhavon was the real murderer of 
Cecilia Bowers, and that her life insurance 
policies were made in his name. The letter 
says that while Henry Benhayon was living 
with Dr. Bowers he was in constant at- 
tendance on Mrs. Bowers, and that during 
her illness he administered phosphorous with 
her medicines. Benhbayon's purpose in kill- 
ing his sister was to obtain the insurance. Dr. 
Bowers had originaily been the beneficiary, 
but without his knowledge the wife had trans. 
ferred ali thatright to her brother, making 
him the person to whom all the money should 
be paid.
